The Me no mi nee Forest 


When W. F. Trinke. a member of the 


board of directors of Menominee Enter- 
prises. Inc., testified before the State Sen- 
ate as a committee of the whole recently 
about problems in Menominee County, he 
suggested that past cutting practices in 
the management of the Menominee forest 
have been imprudent. 


But they have not been ill-conceived 


on the side of excessive cutting, as some 
persons might be inclined to believe at 
first blush. 


When the corporation was created to 


manage the forest and to operate the lum- 
ber mill which was formerly operated by 
the federal government on behalf of the 
Indians, one of the economic problems it 
faced was the discovery that much of the 
timber available for cutting was old and 
inferior, because harvesting had been de- 
layed too long. 


This provides a reminder that the cor- 


poration now has before the Conservation 
Commission at Madison a proposal for 
some revision in the timber harvesting 
plan. Any such proposal runs the risk of 
suspicious attack from some quarters that 
tend to believe there is a conspirator lurk- 
ing behind ever.- tree in Menominee Coun- 
ty, eager to exploit the poor Indians by 
profligate use of their resources. Yet the 


fact is. as any forester, private or public, 
will quickly acknowledge, that inadequate 
harvesting is as wasteful in the economy 
of a timber management operation as ex- 
cessive cutting. 


The Conservation Commission was given 


a regulatory control in this regard because 
the legislature wanted to guard against un- 
wise use of the timberlands which repre- 
sent the only real economic security of the 
Indian population of the new county. We 
may suppose that the commission will be 
extremely conservative in the use of its 
authority, and in the consideration of the 
application now before it because of the 
public relations hazards implicit in the 
proposition. These public men probably 
won't welcome the possibility of accusa- 
tions that they are unworthy of their roles 
as trustees, in effect, of this immense 
property. 


But they owe it to the Menominee com- 


munity to consider the cutting revision 
carefully and on its technical merits, with- 
out worrying about uninformed critics. 
What the Indians need and have a right to 
ask is that their resources be managed 
for their own long-range benefit, and that 
means, in the simplest terms, that a ma- 
ture tree should be cut, processed and 
sold, to make room for new growth. 


Income Tax Irregulation 


Someday, sometime we continue to 


hope that the United States Congress will 
accept the responsibility for enacting an 
income tax law that is sensible and void 
of the inequities which bog down the pres- 
ent one. But a vote in the Senate Finance 
Committee the other day doesn't give us 
much encouragement. 


The committee voted to go back to the 


old way of deducting travel expenses when 
the travel involves both business and pleas- 
ure. All costs of such travel can be de- 
ducted, if the committee recommendation 
is accepted. This was the law until this 
year when restrictions were applied. 


The law which just came into effect 


this year held that full deductions could 
be made for trips that lasted less than a 
week or if the pleasure aspect constituted 
only 25^ or less. For other trips the tax- 
payer had to prove first that business was 
the primary purpose of the trip, and de- 
ductions of costs had to be according to 
the ratio of business and pleasure. 


Of course the new law may have been 


difficult to administer and to check. It 
was bothersome to businessmen who had 
to keep pesky records about just how much 
time at the beach was spent discussing the 
factory back home. It had its ridiculous 
aspects: is taking a pretty secretary- to 
lunch business or pleasure? A really hen- 


Russia's Right to Vote 


The members of the General Assembly 


of the United Nations are likely to face a 
momentous decision in 1964. How they 
candle the problem could well determine 
whether the United Nations will grow into 
E more influential organization or whether 
its members might as well pack up and 
go home and carry on their academic con- 
versations by mail. 


On January 1. the Soviet Union will 


have fallen more than two years behind 
in its assessments and thus, by Article 19 
of the U.N. Charter, if loses its voting 
rights. Just last week Russian delegates 
reaffirmed their refusal to pay. 


Russia, along with a few other nations, 


notably France, has maintained that U.N. 
assessments for the Middle East i^rce and 
the operation in the Concro were illegal 
and it has consistently refused in pay 
them. The Internationa] Court of .Justice 
last spnng ruled that such assessments 
were legal and must be met even when 
member nations do not agree with the ac- 
tions taken. 


The Soviet Union now owes almost S3 7 


million for the Congo force and S15:i mil- 
lion for the men who patrol the Gaza Strip 
and keep the peace. France and National- 
ist China are also far behind in their pay- 
ments along with a number of smaller and 
poorer nations. But their debts wil! not 
equal the specified two years in arrears 
until 1965. Last year, when Hai;i fell that 
far behind- it naid UD when a snecial ses- 


est taxpayer must have had to do some 
soul searching. Obviously there were eva- 
sions and the regulations may have led to 
more and more petty cheating. 


But there are some other aspects of 


the repeal in the finance committee that 
are distasteful. Senator George Smathers, 
who has been in the news quite a bit lately 
as partner of a business venture with Bob- 
by Baker and a dose friend of a Panama 
businessman whose dealings are being 
studied, was the sponsor of the repeal. 
Smathers comes from Florida which has 
the climate to exploit business trips with 
pleasure. And his law firm represents sev- 
eral transportation companies including a 
major airline and a railroad. 


Our income tax law is a ridiculous con- 


glomeration of regulations, qualifications, 
loopholes and deductions which has built 
a whole new business—that of trying to 
figure them out and use them to advan- 
tage. The success of this field is one rea- 
son why the over-all rates remain high. 
And the confusion of the whole mess is 
one reason why so many "special" cases 
are brought to the attention of congress- 
men or members of the Internal Revenue 
Service for simple justice. Nobody in 
Washington has yet shown the courage or 
the leadership really to attack the prob- 
lem.

United States Ambassador to the U.N., 


Adlai Stevenson has made it clear that the 
United States does not intend to allow 
timid members of the General Assembly 
to ignore the Soviet failure to pay. "Rigid 
adherence to the law, to the Charter, is 
essential to the Charter's preservation," he 
said. "Once you begin to contaminate or 
erode or interpret the Charter too flexi- 
bly, you very soon will have no sustaining 
body of legal structure to support the 
United Nations." 


It has sometimes seemed that contin- 


ued membership of any Communist coun- 
try in the U.N. was a too flexible inter- 
pretation of the Charter. Certainly the 
idealists at San Francisco didn't conceive 
of nuclear test ban violations and the Ber- 
lin Wall as actions of peace-loving nations 
to whom the membership was supposed to 
be limited. Russia's refusal to pay may 
also be an attempt to get out of the U.N. 
with some sort of face saving. 


But whatever the reasoning, the mem- 


bers of the General Assembly will have 
some hard thinking to do. Unless a special 
session is called this winter or spring, the 
matter will not come up for decision until 
the regular session opens next September. 
But in the meantime we can expect a lot 
nf words on the matter. If the U.N. mem- 
bers pussyfoot around, their future as 
having any bearing upon the upholding or 
building of international law is practically 
over. 


The Farm Bureau on Cost-Sharing 


Recent stands of the American Farm 


Bureau Federation on government cost 
sharing for farm practices and land re- 
tirement deserve applause. 


The bureau, at its national convention 


£" Chicago, called for a return to private 
er.terpr.se farming. 


The bureau called costly and wasteful 


the Kennedy administrav.on's feed grain 
program, where farmers were paid near 
market price for bushel amounts of crops 
taken from production. 


Instead, the Farm Bureau wanted to go 


back to the Eisenhower plan of land retire- 
ment where acres cannot be used for pro- 
duction. Farmers were paid an acreage fee 
for land retired and the plan was sound 
conservation and less costly. 


Ideally, the bureau said, it would de- 


sire no cost-sharing. It would rather see 
farmers regulate their own production ac- 
cording to market trends. Such a program, 
however, would take an industry-wide or- 
ganization working for a single goal. 


The Farm Bureau also endorsed a reso- 


lution calling for a halt to government

cost-sharing for programs which would 
help to increase crop production on poor 
lands. Originally, the resolution called for 
s halt to all cost-sharing by the govern- 
ment for land improvements. 


The move had merit in that it put the 


world's largest farm organization on record 
against government payments to increase 
production on one hand, then pay to de- 
crease it on the other. 


Cost-sharing under the Agriculture 


Conservation Program was called a politi- 
cal tool where farmers could get govern- 
ment money and be told how "good" the 
present administration was. 


Bureau delegates reasoned in changing 


the resolution, and we believe correctly, 
that cost-sharing for conservation practices 
to preserve and protect our fields and 
woodlands is correct. All people benefit 
from conservation of natural resources, not 
just the farmer. 


The farmer on land other than state or 


federally-owned is the "steward of the 
loil." Care of that land, however, provides 
recreation for hunters, preserves wildlife 
and assures a living for future generations.

That 
sympathy was intense a n d 
genuine but before m a n y 
weeks have passed we will see 
national interests asser t i n g 
themselves with all their old 
power. That is inevitable 
in 


human affairs and there is no 
point in complaining about it 


But this fact does make it 


necessary for other leaders to 
find out exactly what the prin- 
ciple of continuity means in a 
changing world situation. They 
will want to judge for them- 
selves how President Johnson 
carries the burden of ultimate 
decision, and where he stands 
on specific issues. 


It can be said with confi- 


dence that President Johnson 
not only is convinced that 
these men should seek these 
assurances: he also believes 
that the final result of this dip- 
lomatic exercise will be a vis- 
ible increase in the unity and 
resolution of free nations. For 
it is even more important to 
persuade the free world that 
there is resourceful and effec- 
tive leadership in Washington 
than it is to remind Mr- 
Khrushchev of that crowning 
reality. Mr. Khrushchev 
will 


hesitate to cause trouble while 
the free world is united ar-d 
remains unshaken in its re- 
spec! for .American policy. 


Incidentally, it is both chur- 


lish and offensive to suggest 
that President Johnson is en- 
couraging these distinguished 
visitors to come to Washington 
because his negotiations with 
them will place his Republican 
opponent in the presidential 
election at z great disadvant- 
age. No one who has watched 
his demeanor as President, or 
has heard his views on world 
problems, or is familiar with 
his respect for the bipartisan 
tradition in foreign policy can 
believe that he is in the grip 
of these narrow partisan mo- 
tives. He is determined to as- 
sert as firm control over for- 
eign policy as he has already 
shown in domestic 
affairs. 


That is his concept of the 
Presidency, and* it is surely an 
irrational conjecture to expect 
him to depart from these prin- 
ciples merely because the vot- 
ers may like this kind of strong 
President 


Finally, President Johnson 


has every reason to hope that 
Mr. Khrushchev has noticed 
that he risked a major quar- 
rel with the House of Repre- 
sentatives to preserve presi- 
dential discretion in the sale 
of wheat to Russia. Neither 
Canada nor Australia took any 
comparable risk. The issue is 
not partisan in Australia, and 
the Canadian government un- 
der Mr. Diefenbaker s o l d 
wheat to China long before 
Mr. 
Pearson's government 


sold wheat to Russia. No other 
leader has taken the deliber- 
ate political risks assumed 
first by President Kennedy 
and now by President Johnson 
in trying to establish a dia- 
logue of peace with the Soviet 
leaders. If Mr. Khrushchev 
wants to broaden that dia- 
logue he can do so by easing 
the Berlin situation, or remov- 
ing his technicians from Cuba, 
or giving freedom a chance to 
breathe in Eastern Europe. In 
responding to all such policies 
President Johnson will be as 
swift and generous and con- 
structive as President Kenne- 
dy was in his last few months.

I noted that this year I didn't receive a single com- 


mercial gift, and this is progress in the right direction. 


Certainly the happiest era of parental lives is when 


there are small children in the house for Christmas. The 
eeriness and the excitement of the night before Christ- 
mas, the screaming thrills of Christmas morning. 


Carols are best sung by children, in church or house- 


to-house. They are keyed for children's soprano voices. 


Christmas is a time for children to come home from 


away. And when they grow up hopefully they bring 
grandchildren. Happiest too are the oldsters who can go 
for Christmas to a home where children are.

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And yet this year the thousht of death must linger in 


the back of all of our minds. The period of mourning for 
the late President has expired, but the stark shock of the 
tragedy will never be erased from the memories of those 
of us who witnessed it. 


Personally I have seen death strike very close a num- 


ber of times since the national tragedy. And death always 
seems more poignant when it comes just before Christ- 
mas. particularly when there are children left to mourn. 


At one of these funeral services the minister read a 


passage from 1. Corinthians which put this matter of 
death in beautiful perspective as far as I was concerned. 
So much so in fact that I have been turning it over in my 
mind ever since and felt that this was an appropriate 
time of year to philosophize a bit. 


Let me quote: 
"But some man will say, "How are the dead raised up? 


and with what body do they come?' 


"Thou fool, that which thou sowest is not quickened, 


except it die: 


"And that which thou sowest. thou sowest not that 


body that shall be, but bare grain, it may chance of 
wheat or of some other grain: 


"But God giveth it a body as it hath pleased him. and 


to every seed his own body. 


'•All flesh is not the same flesh: but there is one kind 


of flesh of men. another fle«h of beasts, another of fishes, 
and another of birds. 


"There are also celestial bodies and bodies terrestrial: 


but the glory of the celestial is one, and the glory of the 
terrestrial is another. 


"There is one glory of the sun. and another glory of 


the moon, and another glory of the stars: for one star 
differetn from another star in glory. 


"So also is the resurrection of the dead. It is sown in 


corruption; it is raised in incorruption. 


"It is sown in dishonor; it is raised a spiritual body. 


There is a natural body, and there is a spiritual body. 


"And so it is written. . ."

WASHINGTON (AP) - One 


of Lyndon Baines Johnson's 
longtime employes was recent- 
ly asked what the new Presi- 
dent is really like. 


"Great heavens!" said the 


startled worker. "I've been try- 
Ing to find that out for 12 
years." 


His comment points up a cu- 


rious presidential paradox. 


Those who aren't dose to 


Johnson can tell you exactly 
what makes him tick. Those 
nearer to him run into compli- 
cations, and he comes out as a 
far more complex and contra- 
dictory figure. 


Public Image 


But even his closest admirers 


confess that, at least until he 
moved into the White House, his 
impression on the public was of- 
ten unflattering and politically 
unfortunate. 


"He's not a cornball rural 


hick," one of these admirers 
said, thereby admitting in effect 
that this has been a stereotyped 
version of a hand-shaking, back- 
pummeling, 
hominy-and-grils 


champion. 


Any reporter who has traveled 


with Johnson, who has watched 
his impressive operation as Sen- 
ate Democratic leader, who has 
read much of what he has had 
to say down through the years, 
who has talked with friend and 
foe, comes up with an almost 
bewildering supply of impres- 
sions. 


Mixed Bag 


For Johnson can be domineer- 


ing' and understanding, harsh 
and gentle, joyous and moody, 
conniving and naive, statesman- 
like and yahoo, vain and hum- 
ble all within a dizzying short 
time. 


But overriding everything is 


this: he demands perfection, 
and to get it he drives himself 
and his staff relentlessly. 


24-Hour Duty 


As the shocking news of Pres- 


ident Kennedy's assassination 
spread 
about 
town, 
former 


Johnson employes automatically 
started reporting for duty. No 
one seemed to get his name, but 
one white-haired gentleman who 
had been with Lyndon Johnson 
In National Youth Administra- 
tion days came in to offer his 
help. So did a former secretary, 
now a Washington housewife, 
who quickly hired a baby-sitter 
and reported by taxi. 


A man who has spent most 


of his adult life helping John- 
son, both as a volunteer and as 
a paid employe, says: 


"When you work for Johnson, 


you're on duty 24 hours a day. 
Any time the phone rings after 
!1 p.m.. I know who it is. so I 
reach for the light and a cig- 
arette, a pencil and paper. I 
feel a fast surge of blood to my 
head because I know the test is 
coming. 


"He's going to throw 100 


things at you, asking your opin- 
ion on this and telling you that, 
and you know you've got to be 
ready for anything." 


In an age when working con- 


ditions are stressed almost as 
much as salary, how come any- 
one submits to such slavery? 


Seriously this employe re- 


plied: 


"You have great faith hi what 


this man is doing. When you go 
home, beat and whipped, you 
feel you have contributed a lit- 
tle bit by helping him." 
Ready Team 


Despite the horrible condi- 


tions under which Johnson got 


his high office, be has probably 
fit into it more quickly than any 
of his predecessors. 


A freshly elected president 


must line up men, some of them 
unknown to him personally, who 
can work capably as a team. A 
thousand problems beset him. 


Johnson inherited a ready- 


made administration. It was 
good politics to keep as many 
of these as possible. Johnson re- 
peatedly had said 
that he 


thought one of Kennedy's great- 
est achievements was the cali- 
ber of men he had lured to 
Washington. 


Those who work with John- 


son, and those who have been 
invited in for lunch or informal 


cocktails, say he appears re- 
laxed and at ease, unabashedly 
enjoying the presidency. 
Heart Attack 


Since his heart attack in 1955. 


Johnson has been careful about 
his diet. His lunch may consi-t 
of 
bouillon,

and a lettuce salad.

Tne racial revolution of 


engendered violence, wracked 
the conscience of America and 
exposed racial discrimination as 
a condition not confined to any 
geographical area. 


The climate was ripe for the 


Negro revolution, which began 
as non-violent but soon became 
a demand of sweeping propor- 
tions for payment on a centurv- 
old note: " the Emancipation 
Proclamation. 


As in all conflicts, some of the 


major skirmishes occurred in 
unlikely places—lunch counters, 
churches, schools, public libra- 
ries, construction sites and final- 
ly in the courts and the halls of 
Congress. 


April Start 


How and where did it all
